A v isit to the ho me o f Lige Pea, in 
the west p art o f the city an d hav in g a 
search warran t fro m Sq u ire Kratz- 
er’s co u rt, the p remises were search­ 
ed bu t n o thin g o f an u n lawfu l n atu re 
fo u n d . 
It was fu rther u n d ersto o c 
that the trio in ten d ed to v isit the 
ho mes o f sev eral p ro min en t bu sin ess 
an d p ro fessio n al men this aftern o o n 
There is v ery little 
sy mp athy fo r 
these o fficers 
in an y 
co mmu n ity . 
Usu ally they are a lo t o f cheap o f­ 
ficials selected to sto o p to small an d 
“d irty ” trick s that an o rd in ary man 
wo u ld n o t thin k o f d o in g fo r an y sal­ 
ary . They receiv e bu t little co mp en ­ 
satio n fo r their wo rk an d almo st d ai­ 
ly meet with a sho wer o f co n d emn a­ 
tio n in 
the p laces 
they v isit. 
Of 
co u rse, o n ce in a while, o n e fin d s a 
gen tleman amo n g them, bu t as a ru le, 
they are a lo t o f self-imp o rtan t chap s 
who hav e a high an d ex alted id ea o f 
their p o sitio n .

tu rn ed to his o ffice fro m d in n er y es­ 
terd ay aftern o o n abo u t 
o n e-thirty 
o ’clo ck to fin d that his d esk had been 
rifled o f o v er 
thirty -fiv e 
d o llars, 
which he had left in o n e o f the d raw­ 
ers. The thief had en tered the o ffice 
so me time d u rin g the n o o n ho u r an d 
had o p en ed the ro ll to p d esk with a 
k ey , heasily 
searched it, an d 
then 
relo ck ed it. 
Smith retu rn ed to his o ffice at the 
u su al ho u r after d in n er an d imme­ 
d iately sat d o wn to his d esk an d 
o p en ed it. 
He had n o so o n er ro lled 
back 
the to p than he k n ew 
that 
so meo n e had been ran sack in g it, as 
sev eral p ap ers 
were n o t 
lay in g in 
their accu sto med 
p lace. 
His 
first 
tho u ght was that the ro bber had tak ­ 
en the mo n ey , which he had careless­ 
ly thro wn in o n e o f the little d rawers 
sho rtly befo re d in n er. 
Op en in g the 
d rawer he fo u n d that the thirty -fiv e 
d o llars an d a small amo u n t o f chan ge 
was go n e bu t that the thief had either 
o v erlo o k ed o r 
in ten tio n ally left a 
n o te fo r n in e d o llars behin d . He then 
lo o k ed in an o ther d rawer, where he is 
in the habit o f k eep in g small chan ge, 
an d fo u n d that it had n o t been d is­ 
tu rbed . 
There was o v er fifteen d o l­ 
lars in small chan ge in this d rawer, 
bu t the thief had ev id en tly o v erlo o k ed 
this in his haste. 
Ev ery thin g p o in ts to the fact that 
the d esk was o p en ed with a k ey , as 
it d id n o t sho w that an y v io len ce had 
been u sed to 
fo rce the 
lo ck , an d 
Smith is p o sitiv e that he tu rn ed the 
lo ck befo re go in g to d in n er an d the 
d esk was tightly lo ck ed when he re­ 
tu rn ed . 
Smith is n o t in the habit o f 
k eep in g mo n ey either in his d esk o r 
in his safe. Bu t it so hap p en ed that 
the thirty -fiv e d o llars had been p ay ed 
to him that mo rn in g by so me o f his 
clien ts an d that he had ju st to ssed it 
in there in ten d in g to ban k it after 
d in n er. 
The o fficers were p u t o n the trail in 
an en d eav o r to lo cate the gu ilty p ar­ 
ty . Smith is o f the o p in io n that it is 
so meo n e who is acq u ain ted with his 
o ffice an d will mak e an attemp t to 
fin d the thief an d p ro secu te him.

was ev id en tly so meo n e 
who k n ew 
that Smith had the mo n ey in his d esk , 
k n ew his time o f go in g to an d fro m 
d in n er, an d also had a k ey to the 
d esk .

MISS ADAMS’ STAGE MOUNT. 


How Actress Coaches Her Horse For 
His Part In “Joan of Arc.” 
Any morning these day s if y ou hap­ 
pened to drop into the Central Park 
Riding academy at New York between 
the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock in the 
morning—which, howev er, without cre­ 
dentials y ou wrould not be allowed to 
do—y ou might see Miss Maude Adams, 
the actress, in the strangest sort of 
costume mounted on a beautiful white 
horse which she rides around the ring. 
To the horse are fastened all sorts of 
metal objects, which jangle as he can­ 
ters, and grooms throw colored ban­ 
ners and flags into his face until the 
performance tak es on the aspect of a 
bullfight. 
Noises are also play ing a 
part in this horse’s education, and he 
is being treated to all sorts of strange 
sounds from v arious instruments. 
The reason for all this is that the 
horse is the steed which Miss Adams 
is to use In her performance of Schil­ 
ler’s “Joan of Arc* in the Harv ard 
stadium at Cambridge, Mass., on June 
22. W hen the horse, a beautiful white 
Arabian animal, was selected Miss Ad­ 
ams decided to undertak e his training 
all herself. 
She wanted him to be­ 
come accustomed to her and to k now 
her. 
In the Schiller dram a the 
horse 
play s an important part. In fact. Miss 
Adams will be on his back or dis­ 
mounting or mounting throughout four 
acts. 
In the battle scene she gallops 
at full speed across the stadium. Con­ 
seq uently it is necessary that the horse 
should k now how to behav e, ev en in 
the face of Beethov en’s “Eroica” sy m­ 
phony , which is to be play ed piecemeal 
through the performance. 
Now, Miss Adams k nows that y ou 
may ride a horse for sev eral week s 
and imagine y ou hav e trained him not 
to be afraid of any thing when he will 
discov er some bit of paper in the road 
which will throw him into spasms of 
terror. 
And she doesn’t want any ­ 
thing of that sort to happen on the 
ev ening of the play . 
So ev ery morning she goes to the rid­ 
ing academy . A mediaev al saddle, sev ­ 
eral inches higher than the modem 
one, is put on the horse, which she 
then mounts. 
Miss Adams’ costume 
is not the one she will use in Cam­ 
bridge. 
It consists of div ided sk irts, 
to which pieces of "metal are fastened 
and which will serv e to accustom the 
horse to the real suit of arm or she will 
don later. The banners of v arious col­ 
ors are wav ed iu the horse’s face so 
that he may 
not suddenly become 
frightened at the battle scene. 
A fter all this has been gone through 
with for an hour or so Miss Adams 
tak es the horse back to the park , hav ­ 
ing garbed herself more conv ention­ 
ally . and rides him for an hour, occa­ 
sionally feeding him lumps of sugar, 
j and already the horse is becoming ex - 
j tremely tractable under her training. 
Miss Adams will continue her re- 
■ hearsals w ith her horse until June 16, 
when she leav es for Boston to begin 
! general rehearsals of the Schiller play .

— Tire situation 
growing out of the indictm ent by the 
grand jury of the sev enteen leaders 
in the strik e of the Japanese planta­ 
tion laborers was giv en an interna­ 
tional turn when M. Negoro of the 
editorial staff of the Jiji, a local Jap­ 
anese publication, who was tak en into 
custody when the office of that paper 
was raided by the authorities last 
Friday , made formal complaint to the* 
Japanese foreign office at Tok io of 
the v iolation of his treaty rights. 
The alleged v iolation of his rights ) 
as a Japanese subject, guaranteed un­ 
der the treaty between the United 
States and Japan, he sets forth in his 
complaint, consists in the search of 
his office and the seizure of his pri­ 
v ate papers and documents by the ter­ 
ritorial authorities without due pro­ 
cess of law-. 
. 
Territorial 
Sheriff William Henry 
admits that the search and seizure 
was made by force of arms and with­ 
out search w arrants or process of law, 
but claims that the papers seized con­ 
tained ev idence of criminal purpose 
and that the courts of the territory 
are opened to Negoro for redress if 
he has been damaged. 
Negoro 
w-as 
rearrested, 
together 
with Y. Sogo, Y. Tasak a and K. Ka- 
wamura of the editorial staffs of the 
Nippu and the Jiji, upon indictm ents 
returned by the grand jury charging 
them with conspiring by indirect, sin­ 
ister and unlawful methods, and means 
of intimidation, inciting to riot and 
threatened v iolence to prev ent and 
hinder the Honolulu, Oahu, Ewa, Wai- 
alua and Kahuk u plantations from car­ 
ry ing on their business. 
M. Negoro, together with Y. Sogo, 
Y. Tasak a and K. Kawamura, the last 
three named being members of the 
editorial staff of the Nippu, another 
Japanese paper which 
has tak en a 
prominent part in the strik e agitation, 
were admitted to bail at $1,250 in each 
case. Pending the furnishing of bonds 
or cash bail, all four are in jail. 
M. Negoro is preparing to bring 
court proceedings against the territory 
for $500,000 damages, claiming that 
his rights as a Japanese subject had 
been inv aded when High Sheriff Wil­ 
liam Henry raided the office of the 
Jiji, of which Negoro is editor, and 
seized alleged incendiary dosuments. 
While no disturbance or disorder 
of any k ind has occurred thus far, the 
city is full of strik ing Japanese and 
the tension is so great that orders 
hav e been issued for the full force 
of police to remain at the police sta­ 
tion ready for any emergency .

T a Harv ard banquet giv en at the 
natio nal capital the late Dr. 
L Edward Ev erett Hale, who had 
recently beco me chaplain o f the 
United States senate, respo nding to a 
to ast, said: "It is no t po ssible fo r me 
to go into a to wn o f any size in the 
length and breadth o f the United 
States and attempt to register at a 
ho tel witho ut so me friend co ming up 
and insisting that my bag be sent up 
to his ho use and taking me there him­ 
self with the care and affectio n o f a 
bro ther.” 
Of co urse this remarkable statement 
is uttered at an alumni dinner, and 
le fraternal spirit amo ng tho se who 
hav e been educated at Harv ard is as 
po tent as that o f any o ther band o f 
alumni, but in this instance there was 
a deeper significance to the v enerable 
man’s wo rds. Univ ersal affectio n fo r 
Edward Ev erett Hale rested o n o ther 
gro unds than mere fidelity to alma 
mater and was giv en by a wider band 
o f tribute bringers—the peo ple o f the 
United States. There was no public 
spirited and intelligent citizen o f the 
co untry who wo uld no t hav e esteemed 
it a special ho no r to substitute the ho s­ 
pitality o f his o wn v ine and fig tree 
fo r that o f the ho tel, ev en tho ugh he 
had carried the do cto r’s bag in his o wn 
hands. 
Fo r he was a man o f who m the 
right minded American citizen sho uld 
be ex ceedingly pro ud. He was a grand 
o ld man in the fullest significance o f 
the term. He was a many sided man 
to a remarkable degree, but thro ugh­ 
o ut his lo ng life the do minant no te o f 
his character was patrio tism—militant 


and his mo ther dev o ted much time to 
translating fro m the German. Edward 
was preco cio us, and there is small 
wo nder. It has been said o f him that 
j his early life was fed o n culture lique­ 
fied with printer’s ink. 
At the age o f 
elev en he translated fro m the French 
an article o n "Ex cav atio ns at Nine­ 
v eh” and did it remarkably well. That 
o f itseif is fair ev idence that his gray 
matter had begun to do minate at an 
early age. 
At thirteen he was pre­ 
pared to enter .Harv ard, and he was 
graduated fro m that institutio n at the 
age o f sev enteen. 
Dr. Hale remained lo ng eno ugh In 
the o ffice o f the Adv ertiser to demo n­ 
strate the fact that he was a first class 
newspaper man. When he went into 
the ministry thb newspaper fraternity 
realized that it had lo st a shining light. 
Samuel Bo wles o f the Springfield Re­ 
publican was mo v ed to say that "they 
had o nly o ne go o d jo urnalist in all Bo s­ 
to n, and they are spo iling him in the 
pulpit.” 
In his nativ e city , April 3, 1902, upo n 
the o ccasio n o f his eightieth birthday , 
a great public demo nstratio n was made 
In Dr. Hale’s ho no r. It x v as at that 
meeting that Mr. Ro o sev elt’s enthusi­ 
astic tribute was read. It came In the 
fo rm o f a letter to the late Senato r 
Ho ar, who presided. It was o n this 
o ccasio n that the ex -president co m­ 
pared Dr. Hale to the general who 
had do ne so much fo r the Greeks. 
In 
his o wn speech Senato r Ho ar to ld the 
sto ry o f his friend’s career in a few 
well cho sen sentences.

patrio tism. That alo ne, co upled with I 
his mighty activ ity , sho uld be suffi­ 
cient to immo rtalize him, but there is j 
eno ugh besides to do that o v er and 
o v er again. 
Fo r many y ears Dr. Hale remained 
almo st alo ne as a mo nument to the 
mighty Intellectual fo rces that made so 
po tently fo r the welfare o f the United 
States in the last century . 
It is little 
wo nder that o n a certain o ccasio n 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt sho uld hav e been 
mo v ed to declare that the v enerable 
Bo sto nian was the Timo leo n o f the 
day . No w. when o ne recalls who Timo ­ 
leo n was—that ancient Greek wo rthy 
who , acco rding-to Plutarch, perfo rmed 
greater things fo r his co untry than any 
o ther mau o f his time—it beco mes ev i­ 
dent that the ex -president was no t nig­ 
gardly Ixi his praise. 
It was during the try ing day s o f the 
civ il war that I'r. Hale came to the 
fro nt. Lo ng prev io us to that time he 
had made fo r himself a ho st o f ad­ 
mirers in New England, but in Decem­ 
ber. 18 03. there appeared in the Atlan­ 
tic Mo nthly the o pening chapters o f a 
sto ry that carried its autho rs name to 
the uttermo st regio ns o f the earth. 
"The Man Witho ut a Co untry ” was an 
irresistible appeal to patrio tism. 
Its 
po wer as a breeder o f patrio tism was 
felt all o v er the co mmo n co untry and 
ex tended to fo reign lands. 
Dr. H^le came fro m a famo us New 
England family . Its fo under in Amer­ 
ica was the Rev . J o hn Hale, who In 
16 97 published a pamphlet entitled "A 
Mo dest Inquiry Into the Nature o f 
Witchcraft.” This quaint essay is In­ 
stinct with the keen wisdo m and char­ 
acteristic humo r o f the race. The fa­ 
mo us Nathan Hale was ano ther ances­ 
to r, and the father o f Dr. Hale was 
his namesake. His mo ther was a sis­ 
ter o f the reno wned o rato r Edward 
Ev erett. 
Harv ard Graduate at Sev enteen. 
Yo ung Hale was bro ught up in a 
literary atmo sphere. His father was 
publisher o f the Bo sto n Adv ertiser,
